091251-2  [Development  Fee  Collection  Procedure;  Administrative  Fee]  -  This  Ordinance 
would  amend  the  San  Francisco  Building  Code  by  adding  Section  107A.13  to  establish  a 
procedure  for  the  Department  of  Building  Inspection  (DBI)  to  collect  development  impact 
and  in-lieu  fees,  to  provide  that  the  fees  are  payable  prior  to  issuance  of  the  first  building 
permit  or  other  document  authorizing  construction  of  the  project,  with  an  option  for  the 
project  sponsor  to  defer  payment  to  prior  to  issuance  of  the  first  certificate  of  occupancy 
upon  agreeing  to  pay  a  deferral  surcharge  on  the  amount  owed  that  would  be  deposited 
into  the  same  fund  that  receives  the  development  fees,  to  require  that  any  in-kind  public 
benefits  required  in-lieu  of  payment  of  development  fees  are  implemented  prior  to 
issuance  of  the  first  certificate  of  occupancy  for  the  project,  to  require  DBI  to  generate  a 
Project  Development  Fee  Report  prior  to  issuance  of  the  building  or  site  permit  for  the 
project  listing  all  fees  due  with  the  opportunity  for  an  appeal  of  technical  errors  to  the 
Board  of  Appeals,  to  establish  a  Development  Fee  Collection  Unit  within  DBI  and  a  fee 
for  administering  the  program;  adopting  findings,  including  environmental  findings.

San  Francisco  Public  Utilities  Commission  (SFPUC)  is  proposing  the  Crystal  Springs 
Pipeline  No  2  (CSPL2)  Replacement  Project  The  Project  proposes  to  upgrade  and 
replace  portions  of  the  CSPL2,  which  extends  (south  to  north)  from  the  Crystal  Springs 
Pump  Station  at  the  base  of  Lower  Crystal  Springs  Dam  in  an  unincorporated  area  of 
San  Mateo  County,  through  the  Town  of  Hillsborough  and  the  cities  of  San  Mateo, 
Burlingame,  Millbrae,  San  Bruno,  South  San  Francisco,  Brisbane,  Daly  City,  and  into  the 
City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  terminating  at  the  University  Mound  Reservoir  in 
southeastern  San  Francisco.
